Newly designated agri¬ 
culture secretary, John 
Block said any pending 
budget cuts for the USDA 
probably will be centered in 
food aid programs, reports 
CNS. 

"There definitely will be 
budget cuts in the Reagan 
administration, and the 
USDA also will face some,” 
Block told reporters at a 
press conference in Chica¬ 
go. He declined to name 
specific areas of budget 
cuts in the food distribution 
area, but said the cuts will 
have to come where the 
most money is spent. Food 
programs, which include 
the food stamp and school 
lunch programs, now com¬ 
prise about 60% of‘the 
USDA budget. 

Block said his number 
one priority for USDA will 
be improving agricultural 
profitability and supporting 
the industry. He said USDA 
should be an advocate for

When an individual sells 
all or port of his farm or 
ranch, he generally must 
pay income tuxes on the 
difference between the 
amount lie received from 
IhB purchaser and his tax 
basis for the property sold. 
Generally, this gain would 
be taxable In the year the 
sale Is made. 

By utilizing the install¬ 
ment method of reporting 
his gain, an individual can 
defer tho payment of taxes 
on a portion of the gain until 
the proceeds of the salo Are 
HCtually received. This 
method allows a taxpayer to 
defer payment of taxes over 
a number of years in cases 
whore the purchase price is 
not paid in one lump sum in 
the year of sale. . Until 
recently, this technique 
could not be used unless the 
sale met a number of 
stringent requirements. 


On Oct. IB, President 
Carter signed into law the 
Installment Salos Revision 
Act of 19B0. This new law 
will make it much easier for 
taxpayers to take advantage 
of reporting sales on the 
installment method. This 
article discusses some of the 
important changes made by 
this new law. 

First Year Payment 
The prior law provided 
that to use the installment 
method, the seller could not 
receive more than 30% of 
the total purchase price in 


the year of the sale. The new 
law eliminates this [imita¬ 
tion and allows use of the 
installment method regard¬ 
less of the size of the first 
year payment. 

M ultiple Payment Rule 

The old law restricted use 
of the installment method to 
contracts requiring that the 
seller receive payment in at 
least two or more taxable 
years. Now, a sale may be 
reported using the install¬ 
ment method even if the 
taxpayer receives the entire 
purchase price in a year 
subsequent to the year in 
which the property is sold.

Treatment

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that the taxpayer make an 
election on his tax return to 
use the installment sale 
method. Under the new law, 
installment sale treatment 
will be granted automatical¬ 
ly unless the taxpayer elects 
otherwise. The rules for 
electing not to use the 
installment sale method 
have not keen fin alized. 
However, iL appears that by 
paying the tax on the entire 
gain in the year of sale, the 
taxpayer will have been 
deemed to have elected out 
of the installment sale 
treatment. 

The only part of the new 
law which appears disad¬ 
vantageous to taxpayers 


concerns the treatment of 
installment sales between 
certain related parties. In 
the past, a taxpayer could 
make an installment sale of 
appreciated property to a 
related party who then 
could obtain cash by 
reselling the property to a 
third party. Courts ap¬ 
proved these transactions if 
the seller did not directly 
control the proceeds or 
possess the economic bene¬ 
fit of the cash proceeds. 

Under the new law, a 
resale by a related party 
following an installment 
purchase by him will trigger 
recognition of the gain 
which the initial seller 
would have realized to the 


extent the amount received 
on the resale exceeds the 
actual payments received 
under the installment sale 
In applying this new rule 
the definition of relatod 
persons includes spouses 
children, grandchildren and 
parents but not brothers 
and sisters. 

While the new Install¬ 
ment sale rules are general- 
ly more beneficial to 
taxpayers selling appreci¬ 
ated property, the new rules 
are no loss complicated than 
the old rules. If you 
contemplate selling farm or 
ranch properly in the near 
future, we urge you to 
discuss these new rules with 
your tax advisor.

Forrest Sneva, a USD A 
range scientist at Oregon 
State University's Easter 
Oregon Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center at Bums, is 
coordinating Oregon, Idaho 
and Nevada researcher's 


studies of the impact of 
Mount St. Helens ash on the 
growth of range forages, 
water infiltration in range¬ 
land and cattle's ability to 
cat food mixed with ash. 

The forage growth re¬ 
search is being conducted at 
OSU’s Squaw Butte re¬ 
search site west of Burns 
and at the University of 
Nevada at Reno. A water

Ag heads move to raise 
federal inspection power 


The outgoing chairman of 
the Houaq . and Senate 
Agriculture Committees re¬ 
cently introduced legisla¬ 
tion that would strengthen 
the USDA's enforcement 
powers under the Federal 
Meat Inspection and Poul¬ 
try Products Inspection Act, 
according to CNS. 

The legislation, Intro, 
duced by House Agriculture : 
Chairman Thomas Foley; 
D-Wash., and Senate-Agri¬ 
culture Chairman Herman 
Talnjadge, D-Ga., would- 
give USDA authority .to 
quarantine' animals it : sus¬ 
pects. to be contaminated 


with Illegal levels of 
chemicals residues. The bill 
was’ introduced at the 
request of the Carter 
administration. 

Although Talmadge not¬ 
ed that the legislation would 
not be considered in the 
closing days of the Current 
Congress, he said its 
introduction would encour- 
.age, a full public discussion 
■of the issues involved. In a 
: statement entered in the 
congressional record/ Tal- 
raadge noted that certain 
provisions of the legislation 
were bouhd to be controver¬ 
sial.

ash used in the tests. 

Snevo, who trucked loads 
of ash from several parts of 
western and eastern Wash¬ 
ington just two weeks after 
Mount St. Helens exploded 
May 18, said he had 
identified no major pro¬ 
blems in forage growth. 

“There appears to be a 
slight reduction in yield in a 
plot of crested wheatgrass 
we covered with ash from 
(he Moses Lake area (in 
eastern Washington). But 
so far there's no indication 
of toxicity or anything like 
that,” Sneva said. 

The scientist explained 
that the ash that reached 
eastern Washington last 
May was lighter and fluffier 
than ash that fell closer to 
Mount St. Helens. He 9aid 
the fluffier ash "stands up 
higher' 1 on rangeland plots, 
and he speculated that it 
may be harder for range- 
grass seeds to germinate 
and grow shoots through 
the fluffy ash than through 
heavier ash obtained from 


areas such as Yakima, 
Wash., because the shoots 
have farther to go to break 
into the open. 

OSU range scientist John 
Buckhouse, who is conduct¬ 
ing the water filtration 
study using a rainfall, 
simulator device on plots 
covered wiLh ash from 
several areas, said eorly 
tests suggest lighter ash 
that fell in eastern Wash¬ 
ington may cause more 
infiltration problems and 
greater sediment runoff 
than heavier ash from 
western Washington. How¬ 
ever, Tirm conclusions can¬ 
not be drawn from the study 
yet, he said. 

Martin Vavra, an animal 
scientist at OSU's Union 
research facility, is super¬ 
vising experiments with 
how well cattle digest 
dusted forage and grain 
mixed wilh ash. 

Using steers fitted with 
plastic tubes in the side of 
their stomachs, the Union 
researchers are testing how 
well cattle digest range 
forage, alfalfa and grass 
hays and combinations of 
alfalfa, hay and grain mixed 
with varying quantities and 
types of Mount St. Helens 
ash. 


The researchers also are 
using digestive fluid obtain¬ 
ed from the animals to run 
laboratory tests on how ash 
affects the digestibility of 
various forages. • 

Vavra expects to com¬ 
plete the work and analyze 
the data by the first of the 
year. Sneva, project coordi¬ 
nator. ond the other 
researchers will present a 


report on initial findings at a 
meeting of the Internationa] 
Range Society in Tulsa 
Olda., in February. 

Snevo said the research 
being funded through the 
general operating budgets 
of the scientists, probably 
will continuo for years.

Frozen beef next marketing coup 


The next major break¬ 
through in beef merchan¬ 
dising will occur when 
consumers begin accepting 
frozen beef. And then, 
suggests Jim Frisinger of 
John Morrell & Co., there 
will be a rush to central 
cutting. That change will 
shift' the economics and 
efficiencies of all meat 
packers and could be felt by 
cattle feeders as well. 

Central preparation of 
case-ready beef is already 


here, but the slate of the art 
doesn't allow quality to be 
maintained on the product 
when distributed. The meat 
would have to be frozen, 
asserts Jim Nicol of Swift & 
Co. while speaking at a 
seminar sponsored by the 
Cooperative Food Distribu¬ 
tors of America. 

Nicol also feels the 
viability of central cutting is 
tied to the growth of the 
microwave oven sales.

cutting would never be done 
at the large packer level, but 
would find widespread use 
in the middle ground where 
a variety of cuts and 
block-ready boneless cuts 
could be delivered to the 
retail level. 

‘‘That's most likely the 
next step in the evolution of 
reducing distribution costs 
from the manufacturer to 
the consumer,” he told'the 
seminar. 


Country crime is worse 
than law enforcement sta¬ 
tistics reveal because of 
“massive underreporting” 
of the crimes. 

• A study just completed of 
four Missouri counties 
showed nearly one-fourth of 
the households sampled 
had been crime victims 
during the year preceding 
the study. Some 15% of 
the 411 households sur¬ 
veyed had experienced 
theft; eight percent vandal¬ 
ism. 

Of those victimized by 
theft, only 37 % reported the 
thefts. 

According to the Univer¬ 
sity of Missouri-CoLumbia 
scientists who conducted 
the study, underreporting 
of rural crime appears* to be 
a national problem. In 1978, 
for example, the FBI 
Uniform Crime Index re¬ 
ported only one out of every 
92 Missouri residents was a 
victim of serious crime. Yet, 
the UMC study would 
indicate a crime rate at least 
ten times as high. 

The FBI index included 
robbery, assault, burglary, 
theft, rape and murder, but 


did not include vandalism. 
While the exclusion of 
vandalism explains part of 
the differences between the 
FBI index and the recent 
Missouri findings, said the 
scientists, it’s still quite 
evident that many crimes go 
unreported for fear of 
reprisal or for some other 
reason. 

The study was conducted 
by the UMC departments of 
community developments, 
sociology and rural sociolo¬ 
gy in Holt County (north¬ 
west Missouri) Morgan 
(south central), and Stod¬ 
dard County (southeast), 
Knox County (northeast 
Missouri). Morgan County 
was selected because it’s in 
the Lake of the Ozarks 
region and would indicate If 


there's any effect of owner 
absenteeism on crime rate. 

"We found no difference 
in crime rate from one area 
to the other,” said Bryan 
Phifer, director of UMC's 
community and public sec¬ 
tor programs. 

"Also, we found no direct 
correlation between crime 
rates in open country 
households and small town 
households within the Same 
county. 

Phifer and his colleagues 
said the open country 
residents who have been 
victims of crime “ore 
surprisingly no more likely 
to take precautions to 
prevent crime than those 
open country residents who 
have not been victims.”

National Western gets anniversary gift: historical book

This year’s National 
Western Stock Show has 
been labeled their 75th 
jubilee. 

And, a jubilee it should 
be, as the nation's only 
carload bull show gets 
underway and ten different 
breeds host their national 
shows in Denver, Colo. To 
commemorate the occasion, 
WlUurd Simms, the past 
gonernl manager for 23 
years, has written a 65,000 
word ldstory of the event 
entitled, "Ten Days Eveiy 
January." 

■ 'T didn't start out to write 
a book,” said Slmras. "I 
was just putting together 
material that would provide 
information for people at 
the National Western to 
help them answer some of ' 
the questions 1 was asked 
during my years with the 
Bhow, and then the pressure 
was put on me to do a book 
for the National Western's 
75th anniversary." 

Simms reviewed acme of 
that information for WU 
editors as he sat in his Na¬ 
tional Western office. He 
began his recollection with ' 
the first show- held in 1006, *

the Sells-Ploto Circus,

year. The show was a lot

facilities had to be exam¬ 
ined. 

The executive committee 
called on the Denver Union 
Stock Yard Co. for these 
facilities. Because draft 
horses and horses played a 
big part in the show, a 


two-story horse barn was 
built for the 1907 National 
Western Stock Show. 

The "monster big tent" 
was set up this same show. 
It was so large, Simms said, 
that it had to be carried to 
the location in six large 


horse-drawn wagons. 

Because of an increasing 
number of cattle and 
horses, these facilities were 
quickly outgrown, and 
again the association began 
pressing the Denver Union 
Stock Yard Co. for more 


facilities. The Stock Yard 
Co. was interested, but they 
needed assurance that the 
show would continue to be a 
yearly event. In order to 
guarantee the show’s exis¬ 
tence for 10 more years, the 
association went on a

membership drive. 

In May 1908, ground was 
leveled, and by show time in 
1909 the Old Stadium was 
finished. IL was declared the 
‘‘finest livestock pavilion in 
all the world," Simms said. 

During this time, breed- 
* ing cattle classes were 
introduced into the show 
ring with the Hereford, 
Galloway, Shorthorn and 
Angus breeds. The first was 
in 1907. And, as the years 
progressed, livestock num¬ 
bers continually increased 
as did spectators. 

At first, cattle were 
driven in. Sheep and pigs 
wero hauled in on wagons. 
Spectators arrived in horse- 
drawn cnrringCB, on horse¬ 
back nr by streetcar. There 
was a lot of train traffic and 
activity, and railroads had 
to put out watciimen Dud 
flagmen to help control the 
traffic, Simms added. 

Cattle shows began 
awarding premium money 
in 1900. Dull calves had

Beef, pork and lamb 
producers “can expect 
continued pressures on 
profits as Lhe costs of feed 
and other inputs rise," 
faculty members of the 
University of Idnho, Wash¬ 
ington State University and 
Oregon State University 
said in n year-end economic 
outlook report. 

John O. Early, University 
of Idaho extension econo¬ 
mist, prepared a forecast of 
the 1981 outlook facing the 
Pacific Northwest livestock 
industry.

PRODUCERS LIVES10CK MARKETING ASSN. 
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Greatest uncertainty for 1981 will be cost of energy, credit 


The greatest uncertain- 
lies facing farmers in 1981 
again will be the cost of 
energy and credit, accord¬ 
ing to a regional economic 
outlook released recently. 

These two factors influ¬ 
ence transportation, fuel, 
fertilizer and chemical 
costs, the Pacific Northwest 
Agricultural Situation and 
Outlook points out. These 
costs increased 25 % in 


1980. 

This annual report is pre¬ 
pared by agricultural econ¬ 
omists and other experts.at 
Washington State Universi¬ 
ty, Oregon State University 
and the University of Idaho 
in cooperation with the 
USDA. 

Economists advise pro¬ 
ducers to make fertilizer 
purchases now for spring 
use because heavier de¬ 


mand is expected to push 
fertilizer prices up. particu¬ 
larly in the Northwest 
region. 

Fertilizer prices in¬ 
creased 27.8% nationwide 
the past year, the econo¬ 
mists note. Another 10% 
increase is expected this 
year. An increase in crop 
acreage should keep de¬ 
mand strong and prevent 
price cutting. 


A 10% rise in pesticide 
prices is anticipated in 1981 
also, according lo predic¬ 
tions. This follows in the 
wake of a 21% rise in 
agricultural chemical prices 
in 1980. 

Energy prices also will 
continue to increase in 1981, 
the report states, but how 
much is uncertain. Energy 
prices increased 25% in 
1980 following a 44% jump

Beef Grading Conference 

There is a growing consensus that beef grading 
standards should be modified—in order to make beef more 
competitive with other foods and to give cattlemen a better 
opportunity to earn a profit. However, there are different 
proposals as to how beef might be graded and processed in 
Lhe future. 

This situation was pointed out recently by Gene 
Schroeder, chairman of the National Cattlemen’s Assn. 
Grading Committee, as he called attention to a National 
Beef Grading Conference coming up in January. 

The conference will be held Jan. 6-8 at Iowa State 
University, Ames. The conference will be sponsored jointly 
by ISU, NCA, the Iowa Cattlemen's Assn, and the Iowa 
Beef Industry Council. 

Some 60 speakers-representing cattlemen, scientists, 
consumers, government and the processing and retailing 
industries—will be on the program. All aspects of the 
grading question will be covered. Other subjects will 
include trends in cattle production, competitive meat 
merchandising, changes in cattle genetics and new meat 
technologies. 

Schroeder cited demands for leader beef and also noted 
the cost of producing beef under the present standards.' ‘If 
we're going to compete," he said, “we’re going to have to 
be more efficient and also produce a product more 
acceptable to more consumers.
